WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP) — US. 
President-elect Ronald Reagan has named 
four more nominees to cabinet-level jobs in 
his new administration, inducting black 
attorney Samuel Pierce Jr. for housing sec- 
retary and a woman professor, Jeane Kirk- 
psnic, for ambassador to the United Nations. 

Reagan also named former Sooth Carolina 


Governor James Edwards as his choice for 
energy secretary and attorney James Watt as 
his nominee for interior secretary. 

The announcements brought to 14 the 
number of cabinet-level posts. StOl to be dis- 
closed are his choices for agriculture secret- 
ary, education secretary and special trade 
representative, a post that may be given 
cabinet-level status. Additional cabinet 


Cabinet stresses Yemen ties 

‘Soviets show good faith 
by quitting Afghanistan’ 


RIYADH, Dec. 23 (S?) - Saudi Arabia 
said Monday the Soviet Union must dear 
off Afghanistan before making any state- 
ments on security in the Gulf region. “The 
first step toward good faith by die Soviets 
would be in the form of a withdrawal from 
Afghanistan, to end the aggression inflicted 
on dial Islamic country," Information 
Minister Muhammed Abdo Yamani said a 
cabinet meeting Monday night. 

Dr. Yamani said the Cabinet session 
dealt at length with a recent statement 
issued by Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev, who had offered die United States and 
other Western powers a “ hands-off- the- 
Gulf" pa cl 

Saudi Arabia and other Gulf states 
rejected the offer as a propaganda ruse. 

"Real security in the Gulf can only be 
attained in the best desired form when the 
region is kept outside .the spheres of inter- 
national conflicts and foreign interven- 
tion," Dr. Yamani said. 

Saudi Arabia, will "exert itself to elimi- 
nate all types of tension in the Gulf," be 
added. 


President BreZhnev proposed the pact 
during his visit to India earlier this month 
that foreign bases be banned in the Gxdf 
region. 

Crown prince Fabd was quoted by the 
Information Minister as saying that Saudi 
Arabia “will not permit any foreign bases or 

provide facilities on oar soil." “It is in die 
interest of die world to keep the region 
away from international tension." the 
prince said. 

The information minister also said dial 
the cabinet was briefed by Defense Minister 
Prince Sultan Ibc Abdul Aziz on the.ldng- 
dom's relations with neighboring North 
Yemen. Dr. Yamani said the cabinet was 
instructed by Crown Prince Fahd to give” 
afl support., to Sau<& Arabian development 
programs in North Yemen “and to deepen

Zahle siege called off 

Armed manifestation ended 


BEIRUT. Dec. 23 (AP) — A ceasefire 
nded a two-day Syrian bombardment of east 
.ebanon's Christian city of Zahle on Tues- 
lay, in lime for its 200.000 population to 
■reparc for Christmas, Lebanese police 
ources reported. 

They said the city's rightist Christian 
oilitia groupings have agreed to “end all 
lid-city armed m anif estations" and turn 
iv cr local security duties to Leban o n's regu- 
ar army and police while the Syrians pledged 
o call off Zable's siege. 

The sources said the ce ase fir e took hold 
hortly before midnight after four hours of 
iolations. The bombardment left 14 resi- 
lents and militiame n killed and 30 houses 
lestroyed by Lebanese police counts. 

The Syrians, who police a four-year-old 
dvil war armistice between Lebanon s 
rationalist Muslim and rightist Christian 
rouping, pounded Zahle after five Syrian 


patrolmen were ambushed and killed in the 
city. It is 40 kilometers east of Beirut. 

Meanwhile, Lebanon’s combined Christ- 
ian conservative military forces Tuesday 
asked the United Nations Security -Council to 
send a U.N. observer team to Zahle, to inves- 
tigate "ag gressi on" against the city by Syrian 
forces. 

The message, sent by Lebanese military 
forces commander Beshir Gemayei, also 
asked the Security Council to see that Syrian 
units in the peacekeeping Arab dissuasion 
fence, which controls the Zahle area, respect 
ibe ceasefire as set out in resolution 436, 
voted by the Security Council on Oct. 6, 
1978. 

The message further demanded that ibe 
Syrian command be ordered to allow tire 
International Red Cross into the fighting 
zone to bring medical aid and evacuate the 
wounded.

FBI’s campaign to discredit the late Martin.

Mrs. Kirkpatrick, 53, is a political science 
professor at Georgetown University who 
wrote an article on foreign affairs that 
attracted Reagan’s interest last year. A long- 
time Democrat, she is a member of the 
American Enterprise Institute — a 
conservative-oriented think tank — and 
served as a member erf Reagan’s transition 
foreign policy advisory group. 

Edwards, 53, an oral surgeon, served as 
South Carolina's governor from 1975 to 
1979. He has said he would enjoy presiding 
over the demise of the 2-year-old energy 
department, which Reagan vowed during has 
campaign to dismantle. 

Watt, 42, has been waging legal battles 
against federal environmental regulations. 
His activism on this front has drawn sharp 
criticism from environmental groups that 
urged Reagan to reconsider naming Watt to 
head the interior department. 

Reagan also had been expected to 
announce Monday that he had chosen IBmois 
agriculture director John Block as secretary 
cl agriculture, but the transition office 
decided unexpectedly Monday to postpone 
an announcement. 

Villagers burn 
U.N. building 

BEIRUT, Dec. 23 (AP) - Abont300 vil- 
lagers set fire to a U.N. building in West 
Beirut and burned a half-dozen U.N. cars 
Tuesday daring a demonstration protesting 
the failure of U.N. peacekeeping troops to 
prevent Israeli raids m southern Lebanon, 
U.N. officiate said. ' 

About 80 U J4. employes fled their office 
and several women jumped from windows of^, 
the building, a UX security guard at the 
. scene told a reporter after the two-hour 
demonstration. The official also said several 
U.N. employes were beaten up. But there 
were no repents of serious injureis. 

The demonstra ioas were from a half-dozen 
villages m southern Lebanon near die Isiaefi 
border . that were the target of attacks by 
Israeli paratroopers and Israel-backed Chris- 
tian ntifitiamcn last week. 

Three major Israeli attacks in South Leba- 
non in die last week raised tensions in the 
areas. Some of the protesting villagers were 
from Barasfait, where dozens of houses were 
blown up and at least three Lebanese villa- 
gers lriDed in a raid last Thursday.

Marcos honors Yamani

MANILA, Dec. 23 — Ofl Minister Sh eikh 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani Tuesday received die 
highest Philippine government decoration 
conferred on foreign dignitari es in recogni- 
tion of his invaluable services as one of the 
world's most distinguished statesmen. 

Yamani received the ancient order of 
Sikatnna, rank of Dam. It was conferred by 
Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos dur- 
ing simple ceremonies held at Malaranang 
Palace and witnessed by senior government 
officials. 

Yamani arrived in Manila Monday night 
after a six-day official visit to Australia. He 
■ was met at the airport by Marcos. 

In the citation read by Philippine Energy 
Minister Gerommo Velasco, Yamani was 
lauded for adopting a moderate posture on 
crude oil during a critical period character- 
ized by worldwide economic and political 
uncertainties. It added that as visionary, 
minister, Yamani the industrial society 
realize that their destinies “are interwined 
with those of tile growing family of industrial 
nations." 

Id accepting what he called a "great 
hones" conferred upon him, Yamani said he 
would “try my best to translate my feelings 
into action rather than words, and win go 
home with best memories of my visit and the 
overwhelming hospitality extended to me 
and my wife." 

He also expressed the hope that the 
friendly relations between the Phflippmes 
and Saudi Arabia wiQ grow stronger and 
deeper in the future. 

Before the award ceremony, Marcos for- 
mally received Yamani and his delegation 
and briefed them on ibe p rogress of Philip- 
pine efforts to look for indigenous and 
renewable sources of energy under its five- 
year energy program. 

In the briefing, Marcos deed the industrial 
tree planting program in order to produce 
dendrothermal sources of fuel and die con- 
version of existing industrial plants from the 
. use of crude oil to wood, bagasse and others. 
Marcos also inform ed Yamani about the dis- 
covery of modest oil reservoirs which, hope- 
fully. will reduce its ofl importantion and the 
developinent^cf^ volcanic steam or gepther- 
’ mal sources crfencTgy. r **' ■ - . ... -i . :

hits cabin 

RIYADH, Dec. 23 (SPA) — A metal rim 
of a wheel tore loose from a Saudia jetliner 
diortiy after takeoff Tuesday, punching a 
hole in die underside and two children fell out 
of the plane at an altitude of 29,000 feet, a 
statement by the Presidency.of Civil Aviation 
said. 

The plane, carrying 290 passengers and a 
crew of 16, made an emergency landing 
safely in Doha, Qatar. The Lockheed TriStar. 
Flight 162, took off about 1 a_m. local time 
(2300 GMT) Dhahran and was enroute to 
Karachi, Pakistan, when the accident 
occur ed, the statement said. 

The statement said that the pilot beard a 
loud noise coming from the area above the 
landing gear. At the same time, pressure 
immediately fell inside the aircraft and the 
Oxygen masks automatically dropped for the 
passengers. 

The children who died were sacked out of 
the plane through the hole they were a boy 
aged seven and a girl of 13 from Pakistan. 

A team of Saudi Arabian experts has 
arrived in Doha to investigate the incident. 
Assistant minister for defense and aviation 
affairs, Kamel Sin dy, flew to Doha to head an 
investigation of the incident. 

The statement said : “ Cabin staff reported 
to the captain that a piece of metal from the 
cover of the landing wheels had broken off 
and struck the underside of the plane, open- 
ing a gapingbole 1.5 meters long and a meter 
wide. 

“ Two children string near this hole fell 
out of the plane, ’’ said the report, indicating 
the children were sucked out as a result of the 
rapid decompression that created an outward 
suction.

Total pledges now 
amount to$200million with only one remain- ■ 
ingGulf sate aiB uncommitted. “But this isa 
purely technical difficulty ” he said at a press 
conference here, indicating that it will be a 
matter of time before he received an assur- 
ance of payment. 

The organization will be based here in a 
house donated by the government of 
Bahrain. 

Prince Talal made it dear that the organ- 
ization .could not satisfy the demands of all 
the poor children and their parents, but it 
would extend financial assistance to 
UNICEF to do that. “There are 1,300 minion 
children in the world who are considered 
poor," he said. Other assistance will be given 
to UNESCO, WHO, the ILO and others, he 
said. These agencies will channel the aid 
received from the organization to wherever 
in the worid it is requested. UNICEF has 60 
offices worldwide which cater for the poor 
children in 100 countries despite its meager 
resources, he said. The funds of the new Arab 
organization will further improve and expand 
its services. 

In order to obtain more funds and organize 
greater care Prince. Talal bas suggested the 
formation of supreme committees for helping 
poor families and proposed that the indus- 
trialized states allocate seven per cen tof their 
incomes for the development of the less for- 
tunate countries.

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MOSCOW, Dec. 23 (AP) - One year 
after So^e^co^ibartro<^ entered Af^iai>is- 
tan, the Soviet Union still faces international 
condemnation, trade restrictions and a free- 
dom fightotf war in Afghanistan itself. 

Soviet offldab stQl seem convinced that 
their military move was worthwhile. Some 
also believe international opposition has 
already passed its peak. ~ 

"I don’t think that when the decision to go 
into Afghanistan was there was a very 
careful weighing up of the pros and cons," 
says one Soviet foreign affairs specialist “It 
was something we felt we had to do. But in 
the long run, it seems to havebemworth it". 

On the plus side for Moscow, the prospect 
of an anti-Soviet Afghanistan on its southern 
border has been eliminated for die time 
being. Third World countries and the West 
have seen that the Kremlin is not shy at 
defending its vital interests by force if neces- 
sary. 

As for the Western allies, Soviet officials 
believe Moscow’s Afghan intervention has 
shown ther weakness as much as their unity. 
In the view of Soviet analysts. Western sanc- 
tions have been disorganized and temporary, 
and have barely disrupted the overall flow of 
East- West trade. 

Western diplomats believe the Soviets still 
face many problems over Afghanistan, how- 
ever, perhaps so many that thoughts of other 
•military action — in Poland, for instance — 


tave been shelved. 

Western sources say the Red Army has 
suffered more than 7,000 casualtie s in a year 
of fighting against Muslim fighters, has failed 
to get much help from the desertion-plagued 
Afghan army and has no early prospect of 
being able to withdraw. 

“They thought that if the great, mighty 
Soviet army wait in there, the resistance 
would just fold up like it did in Czafiodov^Hi 
in 1968” one Western specialist said, “It 
didn’t happen.” 

Rival wings of the pro-Soviet Afghan gov- 
ernment continue to attack each other under 
the Soviets’ noses, according to reports from 
the area. Rebels axe said to control much of 
the countryside. 

‘Td say the Russian army is trapped down 
there for at least another year jof two unless 
they can negotiate with someone,” a Western 
diplomat said. “They’re probably also facing 
the temptation of escalation — which would 
take them in deeper, in the hope of finishing 
the job against the rebels.” 

Moscow still needs repair on its interna- 
tional reputation and foreign trade, although 
neither has been wrecked beyond help by the 
Afghan intervention. Some analysts saw 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's trip to 
India this mcmlhr as an attempt to rebuild 
Moscow's Third World image after two 
crushing United- Nations votes againfet tire 
Soviet intervention. 
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Numeiri urges action to end 
Libyan intervention in Chad 


KHARTOUM, Dec. 23 (Agencies) — 
Sudanese President Jaafar NumeMhas called 
for collective African action to force the- 
Libyan troops to withdraw from Chad. 

The Sudanese News Agency said he made 
tijc itmarks to a Nigerian envoy, who sources 
said had come to invite Numeiri to attend die 
Lagos African reconciliation conference due 
to start Tuesday. Numeiri, the agency said, 
was delegating his Minister of Industry 
Ezzcldm Hamid to the meeting. 

“The intervention of Libyan „ troops in 
Chad wifl make; the situation there very pre- 
carious,” Numeiri is said to have told the 
Nigerian envoy. “Collective African action 
must be taken to force the Libyan troops to 
withdraw and allow the sons of Chad to 
achieve stability.” 

Libyan troops are backing the forces of 
Chadian President/ Goukouni Queddei 
against those ot former Defense Minister 
Hissine Habre. 

Earlier Monday, President Goukouni said 
Libya and Chad will “‘fight together to die 
death ... in the interest of Chad.” Interviewed 


on French televWSj»mNDj^ai& on die eve 
of the Lagos summit, which tie has refined to 
attend, Goukouni said he did not care what 
the West or other African states thought 
about Libya’s involvement in Chad. 

“Thaf s not my concern,” he said. “The 
main thing is that I see what my country’s 
interst is. Right now, die Chadian and Libyan 

am^wfll fight togther to the dMd^”*^^tid.’ 
Goukouni has denied there are any Libyan 
troops in Chad, but has said his government is 
being “very strongly supported by Libya on 
the tedwical .and material side.” 

Meanwhile, ten African heads of state 
wereriue Tuesday to formally confer in Lagos 
in a bid to restore peace to Chad under die 
auspices of the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU). 

Twelve countries are expected to take part 
in the summit, bat two — Sudan and Libya — 
win be represented by more junior offidah.. 
The presence of Libya, which has been criti- 
cized for giving military backing to 
Goukouni, has not yet been confirmed.

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz now faces 
tile task cf getting other.. ministries to bring 
the total 1981 spending down to 60.5 trillion 
shekels ($8.2 trillion) from tins year’s 653 
trillion shekel ($8.7 trillion) budget.

' WASHINGTON , Dec. 23 — A congres- 
sional oversight team has recommended that 
the U “move expeditiously” to complete a 
' bilateral nuclear assistance accord with Egypt 
— discontinuing once and for all linkage of 
such aid for Egypt with comparable assis- 
tance to Israel 

The team, reporting to the Science and 
Technology Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, urged Congress to “separate the 

linkage”, between nuclear technology assis- 
tance w tiic. two countries “because of the 
reluctance of Israel to allow their apparently 
sensitive facilities at Dimona to come under 
international safeguards.” 

The U.S. has been frying to negotiate nuc- 
lear aid agreements with Egypt and Israel 
since 1974. Since then the American 
approach has been to seek parallel accords 
under which cadr country would receive 
essentially the same assistance as the other. 

Jn 1978,' Congress passed -the Nudear 
Non-Proliferation Act, requiring tighter 
safeguards and international inspections for 
U.S. nudear technology exported abroad. 

, An accord with Israel is far from comple- 
tion, because of Israeli unwillingness to allow 
international inspection of its nudear facility 
at Dimona in the Negev Desert. American 
intelligence sources believe Israel has man- 
ufactured a number of atomic bombs at that 
site. The U3. nudear agreement with Egypt, 
on the other hand, is nearing itt final stage*.

32 since 1950 
but Titan blast 
broke 12 -year lull 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP) - Hie 
Pentagon bas said its records show 32 acci- 
dents involving nuclear weapons have occur- 
red since 1950, but only one of them in the 
past 12 years. Officials said that die only 
accident since 1968 occurred last September 
when a giant Titan II missile exploded in a 
silo at Damascus, Arkansas. 

They noted that the United States ended 
routine airborne alerts of B-52 bombers 
armed with nuclear weapons in 1968. Early . 
that year, a B-52 crashed near Thule, Green- 
land, with four hydrogen bombs aboard. 

Nowadays, a portion of the B-52 force 
armed with mi dear weapons is kept on 
ground alert at Strategic Air Command bases 
in the United States, ready for takeoff in 
emergencies. In addidon to the 32 accidents, 
the military also takes note of what it rails 
“moderns” of a less critical nature. 

‘‘Obviously, there have been more than 32 
incidents” of lesser gravity, said Lt. Col. Jerry 
Grohowski, a Pentagon spokesman. He said 
there are no statistics available on these rela- 
tively less serious episodes. For example, a 
spill of propellant at a Titan II silo in Kansas 
in 1978 is not included among the 32 acci- 
dents even though two air force crewmen 
were killed while the propellant was being 
loaded into a missile, official said. They Said 
this was because there was no nuclear war- 
head on the missile at the time and thus no 
danger of a nudear explosion. Warheads are 
removed from the liquid-fuel Titan missiles 
whenever propellant is loaded or unloaded, 
officials said. 

In 1968, after the B-52 crash near Thule, 
the Pentagon was asked for a rundown of 
previous mishaps and it then listed 13 previ- 
ous nudear accidents dating back to 1958. 
Offidals said they are unable to explain why 
the Pentagon at that time did not report the 
larger figure of 31 aeddeuts occurring prior 
to 1 968. They said that an updated figure has 
been provided since to individual newsmen 
on request. 

Drivers come unglued 

BRESCIA, Italy, Dec. 23 (AP) — The 
northbound lane of the Milan- Venice 
superhighway was dosed for several hours 
Monday after dozens of cars were glued to 
the asphalt by highly adhesive chemicals 
leaked from a truck following an aeddent, 
police reported. The tires of cars became 
stuck when drivers slowed down and tried to 
pass the scene of a crash between two trucks. 
Police used chemical solvents to free the 
blocked vehicles.

Stone conceals message 

Queen sits on Scots 9 prank 

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP) — When Queen 
Elizabeth II was crowned in Westminster 
Abbey, she was apparently sitting on top of a 
defiant message hidden inside the andent 
“coronation stone” by Scottish nationalists. 

In the prank, which was reported for the 
first time Monday, a Soot who helped repair 
the stone in 1951 says he inserted the mes- 
sage in one of two copper tubes that now hold 
it together. Demonstrating that andent pas- 
sions live on in the British Isles, the message 
reads: “March 1951. Stone of destiny. This 
stone belongs to Scotland. It was stolen by 
Edward the First of England in 1296. The 
Church of England should be ashamed to 
admit that they have allowed this piece of 
stolen property to remain in Westminster 
Abbey from that time. 

“It must be returned to Scotland and no 
doubt it will be demanded for the reopening 
of the Scottish Parliament, which was never 
dosed but only adjourned in 1707." 

The message is the subject of a British 
Broadcasting Corp. program, "A Gesture of 
Destiny " to be broadcast Thursday. 

Known to the Scots as the Stone of Destin, 
the red sandstone was the coronation stone of 
Scottish kings at Scone, 49 miles north of 
Edinburgh, from the dawn of history. Its rest- 
ing spot on Boot Hill — the mound built up 
by chieftains who each brought a bootful of 
earth from their territories as a sign* of 
allegiance — was the sacred spot for the early 
Piets, who harassed the Romans 2,000 years 
ago. 


The stone was captured by toe English in 
1297 and since then has been embedded in 
toe throne on which British monarchs are 
crowned. But not without objections from 
generations of Scots. 

On Christmas Day of 1950, four young 
Scottish nationalists, including a woman, 
stole the 448-pound oblong rock from 
Westminster Abbey. They kept it hidden for 
109 days, moving it about to foil both Scot- 
land Yard and Scottish Republican militants 
who wanted to dump it into toe First of Clyde. 
During the theft the stone was broken, and 
after its recovery it was repaired by a Glas- 
gow stonemason, Edward Manley. 

Manley inserted the message aided by two 
leading Scottish nationalists, Glasgow Uni- 
versity refctor John MacConnick and Robert 
Gray, according to the new information. 

All three men axe now dead, but Gray 
attached a copy of the message to his will, 
which passed to his wife in 1961. When she 
died las month their soil passed it on to toe BBC 
On Sunday, Dean 'of Westminster Rev. 
Edward Carpenter said, “I did not know this 
until now, but I can say there is no possibility 
of toe stone's being reopened.” 

When toe next long of England steps up to 
toe throne to be crowned Scots may recall 
with pleasure the last two lines of Shakes- 
peare's Macbeth in which King Malcolm 
says: 

“So thanks to all at once, and to each one, 
“Whom we invite to see us crown'd at 
Scone”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP) - Retired 
Gen. Alexander Haig, Ronald Reagan's 
nominee for UJS. Secretary of State, has 
listed, for newsmen “highly sensitive and 
dynamic foreign policy issues" he is studying 
in preparing for his new- assignment. 

He said that while dealing with “a host of 
ongoing problems of some magnitude ” he is 
doing his best “to read into” these issues 
“ranging from toe critical situation in Poland, 
to toe situation in the Middle East, the Iran- 
Iraqi conflict, toe problems in our own 
hemisphere — especially in El Salvador, mat- 
ters of arms control, future discussions of 
relationships with the Soviet Union." 

Haig appeared at a news conference with 
toe latest group of Reagan cabinet choices. A 
reporter asked Haig what assurances he 
could give that he would try to keep toe world 
at peace because as a military man he had 
caused concern to some people. 

Haig replied that “it is awfully important to 
keep in mind that if s the military men who 
know and see first-hand the dreadful sac- 
rifices that conflict entails and I know of no 
rational military man, especially one in our 

heritage, American heritage, who would be 
anything but an avid proponent for interna- 
tional stability and peace with justice.” 

He said he has always been a great adher- 
ent of civilian control of toe military and 
recalled “one of our greatest secretaries of 
state," General George Marshall, was a 
military man and said he hoped he ccmld 
“make somewhat a comparable contribu- 
tion." 

Reviewing his immediate tasks. Haig said 
he is faced with the immense task, erf filling 
hundreds of “vitally important” positions in 
toe State Department and working with 
Reagan “on filling vital embassies abroad” as 
well as picking his own staff. He said this is an 
urgent and time-consuming task, involving 
interviews and discussions with key 
nominees. 

Haig said he is also busy moving out of his 
post as president of “a$l 2 billion corporation 
fo which I have had total responsibility for the 
full operations," referring to United Tech- 
nologies. 

In addition to all of this time-consuming 
.work, he said, “I have to prepare myself for 
toe host of questions that have arisen recently 
from some sources on past history associated 
with toe Watergate affair." 

Haig avoided giving his views of the way 
toe hostage problem is being handled. “Iam 
generally inclined always to support toe pres- 
ident and the secretary of state on important 
issues of this kind," he said. He said all 
Americans should rally behind toe Carter 
administration as long as it remains in office. 

Haig had held his first tranition talk in toe 
mornjng with Muskie. Hie hostage problem 
was one of toe items discussed. Muskie Mon- 
day rejected Iran’s latest terms for toe hos- 
tages' release.

Cook tells court 
Bokassa dined 
on human flesh 

BANGUI, Central African Republic, Dec. 
23 (R) — A palace cook of former Emperor 
Bokassa told a court here that he fried human 
flesh for the ousted monarch. The cook, who 
said he was called Philippic Linguissa, was 
givin g evidence as a witness in a state trial in 
absentia of toe ousted emperor, now living in 
the Ivory Coast '■ 

Bokassa is charged with dozens of crimes, 
induding cannibalism and plotting aga i n st 
the state’s internal and external security. 
Since toe trial began last week 34 people, 
most of them former aides of Bokassa, have 
testified against him alleging that they lived 
under threat erf death if they failed to cany 
out ihe emperor’s orders precisely. 

The former emperor’s cook gave few 
details, but said the flesh he cooked was 
human and described when and how often 
Bokassa ordered his macabre meals. He told 
the court that after each meal, Bokassa gave 
him a special drug which had very painful 
effects. 

About 20 witnesses are scheduled to give 
evidence in toe next few days. The trial is 
expected to end this week. If found guilty, 
Bokassa faces toe death penalty. But toe 
prospects of it being carried out are consi- 
dered slim. 

Among toe other crimes laid to Bokassa is 
the caning of 39 schoolchildren at a jail in a 
provincial town. The children had been 
arrested after they stayed away from toe clas- 
sroom rather than pay for uniforms manufac- 
tured by a firm run by one of toe emperor s 
wives. 


Soccer stars 
acquitted by 
Rome judges 

ROME, Dec. 23 (R) — A Rome court has 
acquitted 38 soccer personalities, including 
players and officials, on charges of having 
RtpH eight first and second division soccer 
matches last season. The verdict, which also 
absolved three bookmakers, was cheered 
wildly by toe defendants, who included 
World Cup star Paolo Rossi. Several broke, 
down in tears. 

Only a few hours before the court 
announced its decision, toe appeal tribunal erf 
the Italian soccer Federation confirmed its 
own suspensions of players and officials over 
toe affair and toe relegation of the Lazio and 
Milan dubs to the second division. 

The scandal, which shocked Italian sports 
fans, broke in March this year when two 
bookmakers confessed they had bribed play- 
ers to fix matches but had made huge losses 
when toe players reneged on their promises. 
Monday night the panel of judges said there 
was no criminal case to answer. 

Rome bookmaker Massimo Crudani was 
fined $322 and ordered to pay the cost erf the 
trial for having backdated bank checks. Cra- 
ciani and Alvaro Trinca, another bookmaker, 
triggered the complex case when they 
daimed they paid checks to leading soccer 
stars and officials in order to obtain results 
connected with bets on soccer games. 

As the result of their allegations 1 7 players 
were suspended by the soccer federation for 
periods of up to six years. Among them was 
Paolo Rossi, the 23-year-old Perugia striker, 
banned for two years, while Milan dub pres- 
ident Felice Colombo was suspended for life. 

The prosecution in the criminal case had 
asked for prison sentence of up to two-and- 
a-half years for 24 of toe defendants on 
charges of fraud. 

Charitable wife jailed 

LONDON. Dec. 23 ( AP) — Some people 
will do anything for charity — like spending 
toe night in a creepy 16th-century dungeon. 
That's what Debbie Reynolds, a suburban 
London housewife, did Sunday night to col- 
lect pledges of $7,050 for British lifeboat- 
men. 

Mrs. Reynolds, a 24-year-old mother of 
two, pledged herself to undertake toe ordeal 
after a friend was saved from drowning by 
one of toe dozens of lifeboats dotted around 
Britain's coast, mann ed by volunteers.

WASHINGTON, Dec: 23 (AP) —

In contrast to national security adviser Brzezinski, whose 
main contribution to the issue posed by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization was the less than intelligent “‘bye bye 
PLO”, Gen. Alexander Haig’s recent remarks on the subject 
were far more restrained. It was encouraging to hear the U.S. 
secretary of state-designate using the language of diplomacy, 
rather than the usual hyperbole whenever the PLO is men- 
tioned in some cirdes. 

Haig's remarks, it is true, by no means went far enough. 
Yet it was not without significance that they were the first 
major statement he makes after his appointment. One would 
have expected him to talk first about such things as the rela- 
tions with the Eastern Bloc, or with the Western allies. As it 
was, his choice of subject showed that the question of the 
Middle East comes high on his agenda. 

A personal fact about Haig, according to press reports, 
might have a bearing on the question. His adapted son, it is 
said, is of Lebanese origin. The tragedy of Palestine and its. 
now intimate connection with that of Lebanon's, cannot 
therefore be far from his mind. 

Haig is not due to start his term- of- office before Jan. 20. 
Before that, he must undergo the ordeal of a congressional 
hearing to obtain confirmation. This will give the various 
groups opposing his nomination the chance to stop him. 
Foremost among these is the Zionist Lobby, for whom his 
recent remarks on the PLO will provide an incentive to 
redouble its efforts toward his ouster. The Democrats, as well 
as some Republicans, are certain to raise against him the ghost 
of his participation in the Nixon administration. 

It is expected, however, that Haig's confirmation will 
come through. And when it does, it is hoped that his percep- 
tion of the real interests of the United States will lead him to 
take a balanced and just view of the long standing and danger- 
ous crisis in the Middle East.

LISBON — 

As die considerable victory of Gen. Antonio 
Rnmalho Eanes in Portugal's presidential election 
became dear eady this month, the general looked 
down on his supporters surging joyfully under the 
balcony of his headquarters and allowed himself a 
smile. But for the rest erf this night of triumph the 
soldier who is loved by a jovial nation for the total 
impassivity of his clerkly young face was as grave as 
he would have been if his right-wing opponent had 
won. 

The new chapter opening for Portugal has some 
problems solved but others that give cause for 
renewed concern. Portuguese voters have exercised - 
their right under their four- year-old constitution to 
hedge their bets. 

Twice, during the past year, they have returned a 
right-of-center government. Clearly pleased with 
die performance of the Democratic Alliance (AD) 
and its leader. Prime Minister Francisco Sa Car- 
neiro, they made their second right-wing vote only 
two months ago the first condusive majority for a 
single political federation since a left-wing military 
coup overthrew the fascist dictatorship six-and-a- 
'half years ago. 

But now, by returning President Eanes for a sec- 
ond term with 56 per cent of the votes, they have 
placed their right-wing parliamentary majority 
under a president supported by the Left- 

Continuity and stability were uppermost in the 
minds of the electorate. Many government suppor- 
ters who shifted their allegiance to Eanes feared to 
place their semi-presidential system in the hands of 
Gen. Antonio Soares Cameiro, a right-wing soldier 
brought out of obscurity by his namesake, the late 
Prime Minister Sa Cameiro. 


Portuguese vote for stability 


Eanes has stressed throughout the campaign — 
and he is repeating his pledge now — that he is 
perfectly prepared to work with an AD govern- 
ment. But the result may be conflict and weakness 
in dealing with the enormous problems now faring 
Portugal. The social challenges indude 20 per cent 
illiteracy and strikingly inadequate medical 
facilities. Qn the economic front the scarcity of 
energy treatens an ever-deeper trade deficit. 

But nothing in Portuguese politics is quite what it 
seems. Eanes is far from being the helpless tool of 
communism presented by Sa Cameiro. An 
unknown hard-working officer, 46-year-old Eanes 
came to prominence in 1975. when he took the 
leading part in scotching a left-wing military coup. 
The aim of the coup was to secure for the extreme 
Left a country which was beginning to question 
some of the assumptions that revolution had forced 

Eanes daims to be an arbiter above party and his 
sincerity is recognized even by opponents. Grudg- 
ingly supported for a second term by the Socialists 
and later by tiie Communists, Eanes was denied the 
support of die AD for reasons in which the personal 
antipathy of the prime minister played a consider- 
able part 

When the conservative tide appeared at full - 
flood, Sa Cameiro took the opportunity to bring his 
quarrel with the president to the point of open 
breach. He denounced Eanes as the Communist 
Party s brake on real democracy and threatened to 
resign if Eanes was elected. “Love me, love my 
general.” was Sa Cameiro' s implicit message to his 
followers as he crossed the country from platform 
promo ting Gen. Soares Cameiro. 

The first blow to the AD campaign was that 
Soares Cameiro turned out to be an uninspiring 
candidate. While Eanes drew large enthusiastic 


crowds wherever he went, Soares Cameiro, 
denounced on the Left as a man with a right-wing 
- colonialist past, proved to be a milk and diffident 
speaker. But Sa Cameiro was confident that he 
could shoulder his candidate into power. 

Whether the prime minister, whose gambler's 
luck worried even leading opponents, could have 
carried this off will never be known. Twenty-four 
hours before the campaign dosed, Sa Cameiro was 
killed in the crash of a charter plane ferrying him 
between assignments. A few days earlier, his young 
chef de cabinet. Antonio Patrido Gouveia. had told 
me with a mischievous smile (for the foreign press 
was known to have strong reservations about Sa 
Cameiro' s remorseless inf ighting ); “ We are chang- 
ing his image, you know — into something more 
statesmanlike.” 

Antonio Gouveia died in the same plane on the 
threashold of what promised to be a distinguished 
career. So did the defense minister, Amaro da 
Costa, and his wife. So, too, did Snu Abecassis, the 
D anis h divorcee with whom the prime minister 
lived in defiance of advice about what was good for 
his career in a Catholic country. His wife, the 
mother of his five children, refused a divorce wfaidi 
meant a six- year wait before they, could marry . t—.: 

But a realistic electorate was not prepared to 
obey the AD’S instruction to deliver a vote that 
would cany out Sa Cameiro’ s last wish. Gen. 
Soares Cameiro polled only 40 per cenL 

“My victory will be nobody else’s defeat,” Eants 
had said during the campaign. But when the results 
came in, the defeated were strewing the ground. 
Apart from the two Cameiros there was Mario 
Soares, tiie Socialist leader who had denounced 
Eanes as a turncoat and had vainly tried to pull his 
party out of the struggle. 


Cuba seeks to improve ties with U.S.

Cuba intends- to disregard President-elect 
Ronald Reagan's campaign remarks about a poss- 
ible military blockade of the island. Instead, it is 
hoping manfully that relations between the two 
countries might improve under the new president. 
In an interview with the official Communist Party 
newspaper Granina, Cuban Vice-President Carios 
Rafael said: “No one can deny that Reagan's elec- 
tion has raised new questions about the old differ- 
ences between our two countries. If we were to take 
into account only the views expressed by Reagan 
daring the pre-election campaign, all we would be 
able to do would be to prepare ourselves for a new 
confrontation.” 

Although Cuba does not intend to make the first 
move, it is dear that the Castro regime would be 
only too happy if Reagan decides it might be in the 
United States' interest to move toward a normaliza- 
tion of relations between the two countries. It is still 
insisting, however, that negotiations cannot start 
until the present economic blockade is lifted. 

The Cubans do not like to admit the extent of 
their economic dependence on the Soviet Union, 
which is believed to be $8 million a day. “ We regard 
this as economic cooperation of mutual benefit to 
both countries," one official said. But unless the 
U.S. blockade is lifted, there is little chance that

Cuba will be able to loosen the ties which bind it to 
Moscow. 

One way of increasing its scarce supply of hard 
currency is to encourage foreign tourism, a policy 
which Castro is pursuing with vigor. An estimated 
200,000 tourists vis ted die island last year, and the 
aim is to increase the number to 500,000. At pres- 
ent, many of the visitors are from Eastern Europe. 
Canadians have also become regular visitors, and it 
is hoped that British tourists wiD join them. A Brit- 
ish firm, Pegasus Holidays, started a package holi- 
day program last week, with hopes of 6,000 cus- 
tomers in the first 12 months. 

Tourism officials say visitors will have freedom to 
travel wherever they like, and a private hire-car 
service has been introduced. Jesus Jimenez, direc- 
tor of the state-owned tourist agency Cubatur, 
believes visitors will be attracted by tiie island’s 
historical riches, its culture and scenery. “Its true 
that other Caribbean islands have a better infras- 
tructure than we do, but we are offering more than 
just beaches,” be said. He admits that some of 
Cubans hotels need a face-lift but insists thatenough 
cadi in being made available to do the necessary 
work. 

The government’s willingness to devote scarce 
resources to tourism is a dear indication of its hopes 
to lessen its dependence on Soviet aid. There are 
obvious problems in spending money on new hotels 


when many Cubans are still living in unsatisfactory 
housing and many basic commodities are heavily 
rationed. But Jimenez said. “Our people will 
appreciate that the money tourists bring in win be 
used to benefit everyone." 

It is more than 20 years since Fidel Castro was 
brought to power by the Cuban revolution and it is 
significant that his regime is now confident enough 
to allow in tourists with virtually no restrictions, 
even though it is dear that visitors traveling in 
package- tour groups will be much more welcome 
than individuals making their own arrangements. 

There are still several thousand Cubans hoping to 
emigrate to Miami after the mass exodus of last 
summer, and there must inevitably be a danger that 
the arrival of more foreign visitors will encourage 
yet more Cubans to apply for exit visas. It is gener- 
ally believed in Havana that Castro's decision two 
years ago to allow Cubans from the United States to 
virit relatives back home was a major factor in 
encouraging the extraordinary flood of emigrants. 

' A further sign of change is the recent introduc- 
tion of incentive schemes in a variety of industries in 
an effort to increase productivity. In cigar factories, 
the fishing industry and even the tourist trade, 
workers now get paid according to results, a break 
from the former policy of fixed wages which is 
thought to have been partly to blame for Cuba’s 
appalling productivity. 


Most newspapers Tuesday led with King Khalerfs 
visit to Qasim and Hail regions which is scheduled to 
begin next Saturday. The weekly meeting of the 
Council of Ministers Monday was carried as a lead 
story in other newspapers, which highlighted Crown 
Prince Fahtfs reaffirmation that Saudi Arabia has no 
ambitions in Yemen.

They also gave front-page prominence 
to the ongoing meeting of the Jerusalem Committee 
in Rabat. King H assail II of Morocco, who chaired 
the meeting, urged the Islamic worid to confront the 
challenges and to work for Islamic solidarity. 
Renewed dashes in Zahle. Lebanon, were reported 
on the front pages of the newspapers, which also 
featured to Iraq’s readiness to settle the dispute with 
Iran peacefully. In a page one story, Okaz carried 
Information Minister Dr. Muhammad Abdo 
YamanTs denial of a report in the Egyptian news- 
paper AIA/wora that indirect contacts were held bet- 
wen Saudi Arabia and Israel on the issue of Palestine. 

Newspaper editorials continued to comment on 
the Arab Reconciliation Committee and die role 
Saudi Arabia has taken upon itself to dear the Arab 
atmosphere and realize .solidarity and accord among 
the Arab states. They also dealt with die meetings of 
the Jerusalem Committee, reiterating that the suc- 


cess of the two committees would contribute in the 
restoration of the usurped Arab and Islamic rights. Al 
Yom described the reconciliation co mmi ttee as a new 
ray of hope, saying it has arisen as a result of Saudi 
Arabia's efforts coupled with those of the Arab 
League Secretary General and a number of other 
sincere leaders. The paper expressed optimism over 
the committee's success in die achievement of its 
objectives and reiterated that the restoration of Arab 
solidarity would need persistent efforts. 

On the same subject, Al Jadndi noted that Saudi 
Arabia continues to play its leading role in bu tiding 
Arab solidarity so desperately needed to cope with all 
regional and international developments. The paper 
commended Algeria's acceptance of the resolutions 
of the recentiy held Arab summit conference in 
Amman and said that this shift in the Algerian stance 
can be taken as a starting point for the mission of the 
reconciliation committee. The paper felt that if the 
committee achieves its objectives it would then be 
possible to see the six Arab states which had boycot- 
ted the Amman summit return to Arab unanimity 

In an editorial, Okaz firmly maintained that the 
Kingdom's efforts would never be retarded by the 
conspiracies being hatched against the Palestinian 
people. It reaffirmed that Saudi Arabia's firm stance 
has aborted all the plans of the Camp David champ- 
ions against die Arab nation, so much so that the 
leaders of Tel Aviv were compelled to admit that the 
Saudi Arabian leadership and its unalterable stance 
on the Palestine issue are a tag hindrance to the 
Zionist plots. Referring to. rumors published in some 


Egyptian and Israeli newspapers on Saudi Arabia’s 
alleged indirect contacts with Israel, the paper 
endorsed the Information Minister’s denial and raid 
such matters must be made dear before ifie worid, for 
the Kingdom’s stance is always as bright as the day 
and it does not care for anything but right and justice. 

On the other hand, Al Riyadh felt optimistic over 
the success of the Jerusalem Committee in' the 
achievement of its desired objectives. The paper 
referred to the dialogue held with the outside worid 
and a number of seminars oiganized in Europe to 

explain the status of Jerusalem, saying these meetings 
have produced fruitful results.

Al Medina observed that every Arab and Muslim 
held a firm belief that the Zionist occupation would 
not cease without resort to force. It added that previ- 
ous wars with the Zionist enemy have proved tbathe 
would not understand the language of peace. The 
paper urged Muslim to build up their strength to 
overcome the plight they are in at present. 

On the security of the Gulf region, Al Nadwa reit- 
erated that the region must be kept away from inter- 
national tussles, so that it can effectively play its role 
in contributing to the progress and prosperity of the 
worid. The paper rejected Soviet President Leonid J 
Brezhnev’s recent proposals on the Gulf security, 
saying the proposals were based on the. Soviet 
Union’s own purposes and ambitions in the region. 


China discards 
‘world war* 
dogma

HONG KONG - 
The good news from Peking last month was thai 
Worid War Three is no longer inevitable. The bad 
news is that 1981 is to be as marked by tension and 
turbulence as was 1980, and that Armageddon can 
only be avoided if all those outride the Soviet camp 
beef up their military muscle and join forces against 
Moscow. 

It is as if Peking is offering Kre mlin leaders an 
olive branch, while reminding onlookers that the; 
must wield it as a cudgel. The inevitability of worid 
war has been an axiom in Chinese thinking for the 
3 1 years since the revolution, and its abandonment 
is further proof of the radical change in direction 
charted for the post-Mao years. 

Now that Peking is committed to the construction 
of a modem industrialized society by the year 2000, 
its vulnerability in the face of vastly superior Soviet 
^ milit ary hardware and technology is painted large. 
But in the so-called “four modernizations", 
national defense runs an unhappy fourth to agricul- 
ture, industry, and science and technology. A new 
awareness of the enormous costs of bridging s 20- 
year gap between themselves and the sophisticated 
armies, navies and air forces of both East and Wefl 
appears to have led the Chinese leadership into a 
new two-handed policy to counter what they see as 
Soviet ambition in Asia. 

The crucial question is who fills the vacuum left 
by the post- Vietnam reduction in U3. military 
commitment to Asia, and the more recent chang e of 
emphasis to the Indian Ocean and the Gulf. The 
short answer is not China. 

Sources in Hong Kong in touch with Chinese 
th inkin g say that in the foreseeable future their 
prime concern will be the development of intercon- 
tinental ballistic missiles. The most, recent I CBM 
test, the fifth this year, took place on OcL 30, and 
China now has the capability, albeit limited. Id 
strike at European Russia. This, supplemented by 
the “indigestibility” of a 3,600,000 army and a 
seven million armed militia, is viewed as suffident 
deterrent against a direct Soviet attack, while not 
going so far as to solicit one. 

The army will have to go without tin helmets for 
many years to come, plans for modern battle 
are on ice, and minesweeping operations will stifl be 
conducted primarily by heroic volunteers unaided 
by mine detectors. 

The navy, traditionally no more than a coastal ! 
defense force, commissioned the first of a series of 1 
10,000-ton “blue water” support ships this spring* 
and for the first time ventured as far as the South .

Japan is seen as the only Asian country with the 
fi n anciat «ud technological capability to fill the vac- 
uum. Sources here say both China and the United 
States have shelved nervousness about Japanese 
rearmament, and that Tokyo is under mounting 
pressure from both to increase defease spending- 
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non. Despite recommendations that the military 
budget be increased by 20 per cent, Japanese Prime 
ranister Zenko Suzuki announced last month that 
spending would be held below 1 per cent of gf°*® 
national product. Defease ministry hawks and the 
right wing of the ruling Liberal Democratic Part? 
will have to cod their heels for another year.

As inhabitants of the area, Saudi Arabia 
and the other Arab states have a far greater 
stake and fuller knowledge than any outsider 
as to the mainstream nature and base of the 
Palestinian people and the fad there can be 
no real stability in our pan of the world until, 
die Palestinians have their -own stake and 
state there. 

America’s self-imposed ineffectiveness on 
all this fools no one, diminishes America's 
influence, alienates the area and endangers 
the stability of both that region and the inter- 
national community. 

The refusal of Israel to respect the legiti- 
mate human and political rights of the Pales- 
tinians and Zionism's coveting of the lands 
and holy places of others in the area, consti- 
tute the most destabilizing, radicalizing 
dang er which exists for that part of the world 
and for the crucial interest of the interna- 
tional community in our sector of the globe. 

There can be no real security against intru- 
sion from outside, nor reliable stability within 
die area, through force alone ... and certainly 
not through reliance on surrogates, particu- 
larly when the latter are deliberately pro- 
vocative. Either approach could be precipit- 
ously destabilizing not just in the Middle East 
but throughout Islam and important sectors 
of the developing world across thousands of 
miles and in many areas, all at the same time. 

In the most fundamental sense, the stabil- 
ity and security of the Middle East and tbe 
Gulf portion of it, must be built on the people 
and societies, and the prin c ip al institutions, 
which make up the overwhelming majority of 
the area. 




The proven bastions and major sources of 
historical vitality in the vast bulk of the region 
from the Atlantic to the Shatt-al-Arab and 
Strait of Hormuz, arc unmistakably the Arab 
people, Islam and the forces of moderation 
which baye , verified themselves over the 
arduous longer testings in that sector of the 
globe. 

Looking ahead a half decade and even a 
half century or "more; the interests of 
America, the Arab countries and the Islamic 
world are overwhelmingly convergent on a 
broad range of economic, financial and 
resource challenges.

Regional stability and region-wide 
development are the indispensable goals of 
those in the area. Those should also be die 
objective of outsiders who would play a con- 
structive role there. 

A narrow foundation is divisive and inade- 
quate to the challenges, especially since it 
would overburden the few friends on whom it 
would rely. A foundation hostage to a single 
country that is unwilling to give up occupa- 
tion on Arab lands and Muslim holy places is 
illusory and dmgerous. especially for any 
who would rely on such a chimera. 

America's tilting in favor of Israel is the 
only reason the Soviet Union has been able to 
get into die Middle East to any marked 
extent The Soviets seek out those who would 
much prefer to look to the West, and 
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America in particular, but cannot so long as 
the United States subsidizes the military 
occupation of their tenitoiy or the supression 
of their people’s right to govern themselves. 

At the same time, Israeli military actions 
radicalize key parts of a region historically 
and inherently conservative and long con- 
nected with the West.- The net consequences 
imperil both the area and the international 
community, including above all the most 
developed economies. 

Vice President Mondale recently proudly 
pointed out tbar Israel had received eleven 
biDion dollars in assistance from the United 
States in just the last three and a half years. 

Saudi Arabia, in contrast, has placed 
orders within the last year and a half for over 
fifteen billion dolllars worth of goods and 
services here in the United Slates. 

At the same time, Saudi Arabia has been 
selling its o0 below both OPEC and non- 
OPEC prices and maintaining production at 
extraordinarily high levels. And it has been 
doing that in order to help reinforce interna- 
tional stability. 

It is also worth empharizing that Saudi 
Arabia and the other forces of moderation in 
our part of the world have kept the necessary 
ofl flowing internationally. Not even the out- 
break of hostilities between two key oil- 
producing states in the area has been able to 
interrupt that flow or cause marked economic 
consequences for the rest of tbe international 
community. 

It is not at all dear, however, that the flow 
can be assured if the Arab-1 sraeli conflict is 
allowed to fester, with the deeply pervasive 
implications of that problem for the entire 
region and far beyond. 

The pressing need at this juncture of events 


is not merely 10 avoid and correct the nega- 
tive dangers which exist but to recognize that 
we are all at the threshold of vast and positive 
opportunities in the'fcrea — both develop- 
mental and on behalf of a just and com- 
prehensive settlement of the arab- Israeli con- 
flict. 

That is the central matter which should be 
gotten in focus for the period ahead. 

In closing, let me leave with you these five 
basic points; 

First, for the coming quarter of a century 
and likely much longer, the prosperity of the 
American- and international economies arc 
inseparably tied to the stability of the Middle 
East and especially the Gulf portion of that 
region. For the area contains over 75 per cent 
of all the oil in the world internationally 
available plus the principal new capital 
resources that can be brought to bear for 
developmental and other critical purposes. 

Second, the Gulf states, their stability and 
security, are inseparably connected by the 
very essence of their people to the Middle 
East as a whole and — unavoidably — to the 
right erf their fellow Arabs, the Palestinians, 
to self-determination and the return of the 
occupied Arab lands, including above all 
Arab Jerusalem. 

Third, while a just and comprehensive set- 
tlement of the Arab- Israeli conflict will not 
solve all the problems in that sector of the 
globe, it can do far more than any other 
course to establish a framewdfk and founda- 
tion for order, moderation, a standard of jus- 
tice rather than force, momentum for other 
basic problem-solving and the support of the 
overwhelming majority of people who live in 
the area. 

Fourth, Israel is not a security asset for 
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anyone either regionally or interna tionally, 
but a strategic burden which has the effect of 
radicalizing broad and crucial elements in a 
part of the world historically and inherently 
conservative and long connected with the 
West 

Fifth and last, a comprehensive settlement 
would not only turn back the danger of radi- 
cal destabilizing -and outside opportunism 
aimed at the area, but also make practical a 
concert of effort among America, the Arab 
world and the international community as a 
whole on a broad. range of steps concerning 
energy, economic development, finance, 
international stability and world peace. That 
1 could be tbe most consequential develop- 
ment of ah in the coming years, with global 
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effect. 

It is that larger potential which we should 
all be seeking to bring about in the period 
ahead. 

Saudi Arabia’s dose working relationship 
with the United States really began with 
California. That has already provided great 
benefit for us and America and the world. 

Let us hope and pray that we are all at the 
threshold of tremendous new opportunities 
— with the leadership for that, loo, coming 
from California. 

Together, let us help bring stability and 
well-being on behalf of not ourselves but the 
world as a whole.

Unemployment rises 
to record 25 million 


PARIS, Dec. 23 (R) — Unemployment in 
Western industrial countries and Japan is 
likely to rise sharply over the next 18 months 
from around 23 million now to a record 25.5 
million, the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD) 
forecast Tuesday. In its twice-yeariy 
economic outlook, the OECD said its 24 
member states could expect a weak recovery 
from the current recession to start in the first 
six months of next year and to reach an 
annual growth rate of perhaps three per cent 
in the first half of 1982. 

OECD officials said there was much uncer- 
tainty about the chances of even this modest 
improvement, which would depend on busi- 
ness confidence being maintained an oil 
prices keeping in line with the prices of man- 
ufactured goods from the OECD area. 

The outlook said unemployment in the 
area was rising massively from an average 2.9 
per cent of the work force in the 1 960s to an 
expected 7.5 per cent in the first half of 1982. 

"Much of the brunt has been, and will 
probably be. borne by young people, whose 


unemployment rate is typically double or tre- 
ble that of adults as well as by women and by 
the older age groups.” the outlook said. The 
survey was compiled before the organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
pricing session in Bali, Indonesia, last week, 
but officials said the outcome made little 
appreciable difference to OECD expecta- 
tions. 

OECD Chief economist Sylvia Ostry told 
correspondents the organization s best esti- 
mate was that the Bali decisions would mean 
an oil price increase of 9 to 10 percental the 
start of 1981, and if this was maintained 
throughout the year oil prices would be 13 
per cent higher than in 1980. 

The report said the OECD’ s gross national 
product (GNP). or output of goods and ser- 
vices. fell at a seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 0.75 percent in the second half of this year. 

It predicted that GNP would rise at rates of 
1.5 per cent in the first half of 1981,225 per 
cent in the six months to December next year 
and three per cent in the first half of 1982.

Jordan reveals ■■ 
20% increase 
in expenditure 


AMMAN, Jordan, Dec. 23 (Agencies) — 
Jordan’s finance minister Monday 
announced the country’s national budget 
plan for 1981 revealing a 20.75 per cent 
increase in expenditures over the previous 
budget. Finance Minister Salem Massadeh 
told the Jordanian National Consultative 
Council spending for the year 1981 would 
run at 638.25 million Jordanian dinars' 
($2,233 billion). A 20.75 per cent increase 
over the 1980 figure of 529 .23 milfiq n dinars 
($1,852 billion). 

Projected revenues for 1981 were set at 
611.75 million dinar ($2,141 billion), an 
increase of 19 per cent over 1980 income. 
The total deficit was projected at 26 million 
dinars ($92.75 million). Massadeh said the 
deficit would be covered by collecting more 
revenues and reducing expenditure but did 
not say how. 

Jordan received a total of 107 million dinar 
($374.5 million) in Arab aid and various 
loans, mostly from oil rich Iraq. 

The budget breakdown was given as fol- 
lows: education, 50 million dinars ($175 mil- 
lion) — health, 16 million dinars. ($56 mil- 
lion) — development, 140 million dinars 
($490 million). Government subsidies for 
food and fuel supplies, 42 million dinars 
($147 million) — armed forces, security and 
defense, 396 million dinars ($1386 billion). 

Jordan, as a confrontation state with Israel, 
its national defense allocations the largest 
single budget expenditure. 

Kuwait, Oman 
raise oil price 

KUWAIT, Dec. 23 (R) — Kuwait is 
increasing the price of its crude oil by about 
S3 a barrel from Jan. 1 following last week’s 
10 per cn^rise agreed by OPEC ministers 
meeting in jBali, a Kuwaiti newspaper ■ said 
Tuesday. TT(fc new prick of a tamel of KuvWit 
crude wotild be either $34.50 or $35, com- . 
pared to $31.50 at present, the newspaper 
Al-Qabas said, quoting a Kuwaiti official 
source. 

Meanwhile, Oman is raising its oD price for 
some rales by $3 a barrel from Jan. 1, the 
Middle East Economic Survey (MEES) said 
Monday. The Ni casio- based oil industry 
journal said Oman's price for the contracts 
involved, accounting for about half its total 
output just below 300,000 barrels per day, 
would be $39-50 a barrel.

Synthetic fuel could pose 
health, pollution problems 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (R) — Synthe- 
tic fuel production could pose serious health 
and pollution problems without proper con- 
trol, the head of the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has said. 

EPA administrator Douglas Costle said 
Monday synthetic fuel plants would emit 
many poisonous and cancer causing sub- 
stances, including arsenic, mercury and ben- 
zene.

He told a board meeting of the newly cre- 
ated U.S. Synthetic Fuel Corporation, a gov- 
ernment body appointed to start the industry , 
that “ if synfuels were not controlled property 
they could present potentially very health 
and environmental problems.”

Oil moving 
through Syria, 
Iraq says 

TOKYO, Dec. 23 (R) — Iraqi Oil Minister 
Tayeb Abdul- Karim has said Iraq is still mov- 
ing ail exports through pipeline aaott Tfciv 
key and Syria, despite recent reports that the 
flow has been interrupted. But Abdul-Karim 
declined Monday to tell a news conference 
how much oil was moving out through the 
pipelines, the only exits for the resumed Iraqi 
crude exports because Iraq' s main oil termi- 
nals are located in the Gulf war zone. 

Industry sources in Syria said Sunday the 
flow through the pipeline that crosses Syria to 
the Mediterranean stopped soon after pump- 
ing resumed at the start of December. 

CHI industry sources in Ankara said the 
flow of oil through the other Iraqi pipeline, 
across Turkey, was restored to a level of 
about 600.000 Barrels Per Day (BPD) Fri- 
day after five days at reduced volume. 

The Damascus sources Sunday rejected 
reports that the trans-Syria pipeline had been 
sabotaged but noted that Iraq's northern oil 
center of Kirktlk. where the pipeline origi- 
nates. has been repeatedly bombed by Ira- 
nian planes. 

Abdul -Karim, on a visit to Japan, said 
before last week’s OPEC meeting in 
Indonesia that Iraqi exports were running at 
more than one million BPD or about one- 
third of pre-war levels. 

The ofl industry is closely monitoring Iraq's 
process in restoring its exports. Failure to 
maintain the flow through the pipeline would 
tighten the world market and might tempt 
some OPEC exporters to go for bigger price 
increases Jan. I than they might otherwise 
have done. Western oil analysts said. 

OPEC set a $4 1- a- barrel price ceiling at 
the Bali meeting.

Let’s say you’re in five clubs 
and West leads a diamond. 
When you play the ace and 
East follows low, you can be 
sure the lead was a singleton, 
which in turn means you must 
later lose a diamond trick. 

Since you also have a spade 
and a trump to lose, it looks as 
though you'll eventually go 
down one. But, assmning 
you’re a regular reader ot this 
column, you know it’s wrong 


to concede defeat without 
looking for a way out, so you 
Start searching for ways and 
means of doing the opponents 
out of their due. 

After considering the mat- 
ter at length, you realize it is 
perfectly possible to make the 
band cm its merits if, for ex- 
ample, West has the jack of 
spades and East the king. 

Accordingly, you lead the 
ace of hearts and ruff a heart, 
the first step in preparing a 
favorable end position. Then 
you play a trump to the king, 
won by East with the ace. 

Whatever East returns, you 
are sure to make the contract 
with proper 'play. Let’s sup- 
pose he returns the diamond 
queen. If West ruffs, what can 
be play next? A heart return 
would permit you to shed a 
spade from dummy as you 
trumped, while a low spade 
return would allow you to 
follow low from dummy and 
trap East’s king. 

If West chooses not to ruff 
the queen of diamonds, you 
are still on firm ground. You 
win with the king, play 
another round of trumps, and 
exit with a diamond. East 
finds himself on lead in a 
similarly hopeless position 
and must give up the ghost — 
even if be is a regular reader 
of this column !

Swiss diplomat visits hostages

TEHRAN, Dec. 23 (Agencies) — A Swiss* 
diplomat Tuesday visited three of die 52 
American hostages held in Iran and said their 
reaction to the apparent stalemate over their 
release was “wonderful, fantastic... they 
really took it wen." 

Flavio Me rani, first secretary at die Swiss 
Embassy, which is representing U 3. interests 
in Iran, spent one hour Tuesday morning with 
former UJ>. Embassy charge tf Affaires 
Bruce Laingen, political officer Victor Tom- 
seth and administrator Michael Hodand. 
held in the Iranian Foreign Ministry for 
nearly 14 months. Meroni. however, expre- 
ssed concern over die remaining 49 hostages, 
whose location is kepi secret. 

The visit came a day after the U5. State 
Department, contradicting Iranian state- 
ments that the hostages are being well eared 
for in sumptuous surroundings, said some of 
the captives may be in prison while others are 
suffering from inadequate medical attention. 

The statement by department spokesman 
John Trattner broke a lengthy administration 
silence about the well-being of die Ameri- 
cans. It followed a comment on Sunday by 
Iranian Executive Affairs Minister Bchzad 
Nabavi that the hostages are “hale and 
hearty" and “living in beautiful hotels, with 
ad sons of facilities at their service." 

Trattner gave no details on die number of 
hostages the administration believes require 
medical treatment or are in prison. Nonethe- 
less, disclosure of the information was addi- 
tional evidence of the Carter administration’s 
decision to adopt a tougher public posture 
toward Iran following Iran’s request for $24 
billion in financial guarantees as the price for 
freeing the hostages. 

“The government of Iran has never given 
us a person- by-person account of the hos- 


tages or of their condition.'’ Trattner told 
reporters 

The speaker erf the Majlis Monday 
renewed Iran’s threat to put the Americans 
on trial if die U.S., does not accept the $24- 
billion demand for their release. 

The parliament leader, Hashemi Rafsan- 
jam declared that Inm wifi not “back down 


from our demands." The new threat erf hos- 
tage trials came after U JS. officials effectively 
rejected the latest Iranian terms for ending 
the confrontation — dial the U.S. govern- 
ment deposit some $24 billion in cash and 
gold in the Algerian central bank as a guaran- 
tee that Iran’s financial demands on the 
United States be met.

Iran's official Pars news agency claimed 
three Soviet-made Iraqi jets were brought 
down in a raid late Monday iright on Iran’ s ofl 
refining city of Abadan on the eastern coast 
of the Shan AT Arab waterway. The raid kil- 
led 15 people in Abadan, Pars added. 

Iraq claimed shooting down four U.S.- 
made Iranian warplanes during raids on Ira- 
q’s northern and southern oilfields in Kirkuk 
and Rumafla. Iran daimed bombing the Iraqi 
Gulf terminal of Fao, 48 km southwest of 
Abadan at the mouth of Shatt AT Arab. 

Iran claimed on Monday 130 Iraqi troops 
were killed and 21 taken prisoners as coun- 
terattacking Iranian farces dislodged invad- 
ing Iraqis from several hill s in western Iran. 
Pars daimed Tuesday 75 more Iraqis were 
killed in overnight fighting. 


PEKING, Dec. 23 (AP) — The defiant 
widow of Chairman Mao Tse-Tung lashed 
out at her accusers in court Tuesday and 
denied charges that riie ordered the persecu- 
tion on more than 2.600 people in the fields 
of art and literature. Communist Chinese 
sources said. 

They said Jiang “denied the charges, 
argued and used tricky arguments” to shift 
die blame during her hearing before the sup- 
reme people's court in Peking- Mao's widow, 
the reputed ringleader of the so-called "Gang 
of Four" is on trial for her life on charges 
stemming from China’s Cultural Revolution. 

There were no immediate details of her 
appearance before the court, which is dosed 
to foreign reporters. However, the sources 
said Jiang did not disrupt the court affshe did 
on Dec. 12 when she was forcibly expelled 
after interrupting a witness, laughing at a 
judge, filing her trial “outrageous” and 
denouncing witnesses against her as 
“renegades, spies and scoundrels.” 

The court is continuing its investigation 
charges against her, focusing on an allegation 
ihat she and her “Gang qf R»u” co- 
defendams persecuted 21 1,0Q0 prions dur- 
ing the 1966-76 Cultural Revolution. 
Sources said hearings in the trial riiould con- 
dude Wednesday. 

One retired Peking opera star. Ah Jia, tes- 
tified that he was persecuted by Jiang, who 
once controlled art and literature in China, 
the sources said. It was not dear whether 
Jiang Qmg, portrayed as the mastermind erf 
the “Gang of Four,” would be allowed to 
defend herself as she has requested. 

Chinese law guarantees defendants the 
right to a last statement and each of her 100 
co-defendant exercised that ri ght. 

She and the others cn trial were all leaders 
of the 1966-76 Cultural Revolution, when 
tens of thousands of lives were disrupted for 
the sake of Communist ideological purity. 
China’s current leadership has submer ge d 
theory in favor of practical results in advanc- 
ing the economy. 

Jiang is expectedto base her defense on 
daims she acted with Mao's approva l, an 
argument Chinese sources say she already 
has tried to raise in previous sessions.

PARIS. Dec. 23 (R) — French Co- 
operation Minister Robert Galley was 
appointed defense minister Monday, replac- 
ing Joel Le Theule, who died last week of a 
heart attac k , a presidential spokesman said. 

Galley, 59, will retain his co-operation 
post, which handles French relations with 
Paris’ former African colonies, the spokes- 
man said. Galley, a leading member of the 
Rassemblement Pour la Repubfique (RPR) 
Gaullist Party, is a nuclear scientist who has 
held various ministerial posts since 1968, 
including that of defense in 1973-15)74.

Diet of worms 
seen solution 
to food crisis 

LONDON, Dec. 23 (Special) — House- 
wives may soon be shopping for prime cuts erf 
worm, shoulder of worm, or even worm-tail 
soup if scientists at the Rothamsted Research 
Station, have their way. The lab, one of Bri- 
tiaris government-sponsored agricultural 
institutions, is currently researching the eart- 
hworm as a source of food. 

Birds and chickens know well enough that 
warms are delirious, but only recently have 
scientists begun to think of them as a source 
erf protein likely to help combat the problems 
of a hungry world. Dr. Clive Edwards, Head 
of the project and co-author of the only gen- 
eral book on earthworms since Claries Dar- 
win wrote one in 1881. says, “Although we 
see die worm as a source of food primarily for 
fish, poultry and even pets, there is no scien- 
tific reason why it should not be fed to man. 
Indeed, in the more deprived areas of the 
world T m convinced worm meal could prove 
as nutritious as beef steak.” 

Edwards’ program of. research Iras only 
been under way for a year but already his 
team has ample evidence to suggest that eart- 
hworms can be bred on almost any plant, 
animal or human waste if suitably treated. 
They breed very easily, and an interesting 
by-product is that they convert waste into a 
soil-like material rich in available nutrients, 
which can either be spread on agricultural 
land or sold as compost 

The scientists concede diners are a long 
way from replacing traditional meals with 
“Wanns-an-Vm" or “Worm a la Surprise.” 
but they say any creature that can convert 
waste into useful mmter and provide a 
protein-rich source of food containing all ihe 
essential amino-adds is worthy of further
